If he meant an A@tive quitting themfelves 
like Men, it muft feem to refer to Nature 
being rous’d againft Principle; if he meant 
a Paifive quitting themfelves like Men, then 
‘tis but the fame thing ! am Talking of; and 
the Refolution that Gentleman Exhorts his 
Hearers to, isthe fame Patience I Talk off, 
2h } leave them to Choofe which part they 
Pp €a Ce. 


The Churches Danger is there wonderful- 
ly fet forth, and all the Scare-crows of the 
Party extreamly magnified ; and taking the 
Charch, ashe means it, their Courage and 
Refolution is indeed wanted, and all little 
enough; for Paffive Valour is of the higheft 
Nature, and requires the greateft Courage 5 
therefore this Oxford Jeft, and mine, feem 
to have the fame Tendency, viz. to warn 
thefe Gentlemen to prepare with Patience 
and Refolution, to bear the Difappointments 
they muft Expeét. 

From this Ungrateful “hl oi Inow pro- 
ceed to anfwer another Queftion about thefe 
Gentlemen of the High Church, viz. Will 
they bring their Occafional Bill upon the 
Stage again, orno? 

And that I may not Anfwer this Queftion 
fo much by Guefs,as fome People may think, 
I muft tell thofe Gentlemen, their Politicks 
appear weaker than they Imagine, in that 


they have not Concealed their Defigns from 
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abe World, enough to prevent us knowin 
beforeband what they drive at, and the Mil- 
chiefs they prepare, being Deteéted, are 
more than half prevented ; I am therefore 
to acquaint the World, That the Occafional 
Bill, will not be brought on the Stage any 
more Pardon my Explaining my {elf 
alittle, by the Occafional Bill. 

Here I mean an Occational Bill, in th¢ 
fame Form and Figure that it was in before; 
and in that manner, I fay, it will not be fet on 
foot again; and this brings me to take No- 
tice, That the Occafional Bill really had no- 
thing in it, but what bas been the Sence, 
and in the Defign of the Party for above 
Thirty Years paft,viz. To Exclude the Dif- 
fenters from all Trufts or Employments in the 
Government, that fo they might with the 
more Eafe Supprefs them at laft. 

The failing of this Project, was the rife of 
the prefent Great Outcry of the Churches 
Danger ; as if it were impoffible the Church 
fhould ftand, if the Biguviers do not fall 5 
a Maxim raifed by a Party, and current on- 
ly in the Heads of thofe-that wifh.with the 
Diffensers Deftru&ion, the Ruine of the pre- 
fent Eftablifhment, both in Church and 
State. 

I allow thefe Gentlemen covet the Fall of 
the Diflenters, in order to their own Eccle- 
fiaftick Tyranoy; but they have always found 
that State Tyrapny muft go wich it, and on- 
ly will fupport its.from whence we have 
feen, thac thefe Gentlemen have always 
prompted the Breaches of our Liberty, by 
Politick State Invafions, tho” hitherto.God be 
thani’1, they bave proved Impolitick ones 30 
sbem. that tbe Examples in the State might 
Facourage thofe in the Church ; and chat 
one Tyranny might fupport another. 

‘Tis very Joft to obierve from hence, that 
Church Tyranny always funk with State Ty- 
ranny ; and the Agents ot one being fallen 
from their Power, the o:her tall of Courfe. 

But to foy the Church isicls lufe, pecaule 
fhe is inthe Hands utthe Law, which per- 
mits her notto Tyrannize, or becanie fie is 
under a Queen, and a Set of Rulers who 
have no Inclination to it, isto fay the Church 
isin noft Danger, when her Conftitution is 
nafs exaétly preferved, her Cannon vb<yed, 
and when Headand Members make one hip-

, Conjunétion, agreeing to | 
Phurch greene to rh Bo Di@ates. 
Principles, and not to make her a Fo 
ufher in et per Perfecutions, a 
forts of Invafion of Property.

In order to bring back this Unhappy 
gency of Church Politicks, Occafional Bills 
have been ftarted, That the Church being 
made a Tool of State, might bethe Hand- 
maid of Tyranny; the Queen, the Wife 
and Beft of the Bifhops and Clergy, the © 
Nobility and Gentry, by noted Majorities, 
have Declared themfelvesagainft the Delign 
in general, and againft this Act in particu- 
lar ; but the Party reftlefs in the Protecie

2+ If the Church be in Danger, who is ix 
from ? It muft be either fromthe Proteftanzs 
or the Papists? If from the Papifts, make 
what Aéts you pleafe againft thac Danger, 
we have nothing to fay toic; and think you 
wouid do well to make an A& againft che 
Church of Englands being Reconciled to 
the Galician Church of Rome, as fome,- who 
call themfelves Churchmen, have already: 
propofed ; but if the Danger of the Church 
is from her Proteftant Difinters, why then, 
Genflemen, you ought to make {uch A‘ts 
of Parliament, as may open the Church 
Doors to them, leflen their Numbers, and 
bring then to a General Conformity; but to 
make an Aét to Drive them farther off, to 
keep them out,that would come in, and lay 
more ftumbling Blocks in their way ; this can 
never be for the Security of the Church, 
but ferves rather to Confirm that Truth, 
which I have often Afferted, viz. That 
thefe Gentlemen, who fo Violensly.cry out 
of the Diffemters Schifm and Separation, yet 
really do not Delire they {ould Conform ; 
for as-Occafional Conformity isa ftep to a 
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tal Conformity, he that Defires the iaft, 
would accept of every Degree of it, and 
Encourage the Advances People make to- 
wards it 3 in hopes that Time and Circum- 
ftances might bring them, or at leaft their 
Pofterity, over to a Total Conformity: 

This being, I think, plain, that the Defign 
is the fame, whatever outlide is pu~ upon 
it; Icannotdoubt, but our Englifh Gentle- 
men Entrufted by the Nation,’ with the Se- 
curity of their Liberties and Religion, will 
be careful not to be Wheedled and Impofed 
upon with fulfe Colours of Things, but will 
till fhow their Refentment at the Defign, in 
whatluever Drefs or Colour, it may be 
brought before them.
